Services  for  Visually  Handicapped  in  Public  Schools: 

Coordinates  the  establishment  and  operation  of  special  public  school 
programs  for  visually  handicapped  children  and  youth.  These  programs 
are  maintained  by  school  districts  and  counties  throughout  the  state, 
enabling  blind  and  partially  sighted  students  to  live  at  home  and  at¬ 
tend  school  with  seeing  children.  The  state  provides  financial  sup¬ 
port  over  and  above  that  available  for  normally  seeing  children  for 
the  salaries  of  specially  trained  teachers,  and  the  costs  of  special¬ 
ized  equipment,  facilities,  mobility  instruction,  and  reader  services. 

In  Southern  California  one  Consultant  in  Education  of  the  Visually 
Handicapped  is  available  to  superintendents  and  staffs  of  school  dis¬ 
tricts,  professional  organizations,  and  lay  individuals  and  groups  for 
establishing  and  operating  educational  programs  for  blind  and  parti¬ 
ally  seeing  minors,  aged  3  to  21  years,  in  elementary  and  secondary 
schools.  The  counties  served  are:  Imperial,  Inyo,  Kern,  Los  Angeles, 
Orange,  Riverside,  San  Bernardino,  San  Diego,  San  Luis  Obispo,  Santa 
Barbara,  and  Ventura.

A  direct  service  provided  free  of  charge  to  families  of  preschool  vis¬ 
ually  impaired  children  from  birth  to  school  age.  Educational  Advisers 
counsel  parents  in  the  home  regarding  the  child's  physical,  emotional, 
social,  and  cognitive  development;  refer  children  to  the  appropriate 
educational  facility;  and  assist  preschool  teachers  in  methods  of  in¬ 
tegrating  and  educating  the  young  visually  impaired  child.
